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ME PRESIDENT AND PEAOE. 

Woe presume no porson of even average 
engacity bas imagined that tho President of the 
United States had gone down to the front at 
such a timo as this in quest merely of pleasure, 
or leisure or health eyen., Weel not place 
omphasis on the coincidence of his departure 
with Gon. Singleton’s rottrm, and we aro not 
sure that his visit was prompted by an intimn- 
tion from Gen, Grant that he believed, or had 
been confidebtially advised, that the timo was 
ripo for pacification, But that Mr. Lincoln de- 
parted for the James in the hope that he might 
bring peace with him on his roturn, we are os 
well &sured as if ho had told us so; and that 
his remaining with Gon. Grant after his com- 
panions bad left for Washington was dictated 
by publio considerations, is too palpable to be 
doubted. We write uninformed as to tho 
trnth or basclessuess of the'specifio ramors of 
yesterday that a conference was then procecd- 
ing between the President and Gen, Gront on 
our side and Jefferson Dayis and Gen. Leo on 
tho otber, and assuine that it wis promature if 
not wholly unfounded. But that the President 
will not return to Washington without baving 
satisfied himself, no matter how informally, 
that tho master-spirits at Richmond are or are 
not ready to acecpt Peace on the basis of r 
union, we hold beyond question. 

Assuming that his effort will prove abortive— 
that no terms can bo proposed or devised that 
can be acceded to alike by the President on our 
side and by Davis and Lec on the otber—that 
tho President will roturn to Washington with- 
out having achieved any approximation to 
Peace—wo shall thereupon feel aud urgo that 
tho overture and appeal to the Southorn people, 
which we haye hitherto suggested, willbe still 
pore expedient, niore urgently reqnired, thun it 
has been. And for thesu reasons: 

I. It may bo inoyitablo, butit is surely unfor- 
tanate, that our Government is constrained to 
Sant with the Rehalligh theoush, je Srnee ie 
strongest and most palpable incitements to pro- 
tract their resistance to the latest possible mo- 
ment. They, baye far more than any othors to 
sgain by success, and less to hope from “recon- 
struction.” Many of them, doubtless, would 
far svoner sce the universe shivered tlian the 
Union restored. They want Peace, of course; 
but nothing is Poace to them which does not 
inyolyo Disunion. ence it by no means fol- 
lows from their rejection of our overture that it 
fs unncceptablo to the mass of those who hayo 
upheld the Rebellion. If the former reject a 
fair, just, generous overture, we would fain 
appeal from the leaders to the followers. 

Il. Thus far, the phases less acceptable (to 
insurgents) of tho pacification desired by tho 
President have stood forth in clear and bold 
outline, while their counterpart bave been 
vailed in shadow. For exemplo: Mr. Lincoln’s 
Niagara manifesto reads thus: 

EXecuTIve Mansion, WaAshiNoroy, July 18, 1864. 
To whom it may concern: 

‘Any proposition which embraces tho restoration of 
Posce, the jutecrity of the whole Union, and the aban- 
donment of Slav: and which comes by and with an 
authomity which can control the armica now ot war

So again, in his letter to Gov. Seward, giv 
him instructions to goyorn his course at tho 
Hampton Roads conference, the President, says:

2, No receding by tho Executive of tho hited States 
gnthe Slavery question from tho position aysamed 
thereon in thé late nnbual message to Congress, and in 
precoiling documents.

It! was entirely proper that, in opening a 
negotiation, the President should thus clearly 
indicate the main points on which he felt bound 
to be inflexible, and, as to others, merely shadow 
forth tho spirit in which they would be regarded 
‘and treated. But what we now contemplate is 
an appeal to the Southorn people in case the 
present effort to como to an understanding with 
the Rebel Chiefs shall prove abortive—an appeal 
from thoso chiefs, if so it must be, to the good 
sense and right feeling of the Southern people.

OUR: VICTORIES, 

Tho crushing dofent of Leo at Potorsburg on 
the 25th, and the uttor fuiluro of all his attempts 
to arrest the northward march of Sherman 
completo the measure of disaster to the Robel 


cause for last week. Wo have abundant and 
reiterated confirmation of all tho essential facts 
in both eases, Tho Rebel Goneral-in-Chicf 
must suryey with what complacency he can the 
irresistible advance of Sherman and tho im- 
preguablo strength of Grant, Ho has 
risked two armics ‘to make an impres- 
sion on his two adyorsaries, and both 
those armies are to-day the sullen epectators of 
victories for the Union. The hold of Grant on 
Richmond is not to be shaken off. The ap- 
proach of Shermin cannot be stopped. Where 
then shall Lee seck for relief to bis -desporate 
fortunes, or how much longer can bo postpone 
that abandonment of his capital which every 
day makes more necessary and every day 
grows more perilous? 

Of all mon on this continent it is Robert E. 
Lee who knows best that the fortunes of the 
Rebellion are past redemption and past hope— 
that, as ho declared to a Committee of tho 
Rebel Senato in January, no human powor can 
now sayo the Confederaey—that to fight longer 
is but the mnd persistency of despair, and an 
inhunian waste of brave men's lives: Why does 
he not abandon Richmond at once? Why, nn- 
less he knows that the step which military pru- 
dence commands him to take will be doomed 
all through the Confederacy tho final confession 
that all is lost, and that it would be followed by 
such an increase of dosertions as would disperso 
bis army? 

Yet wo do not beliove it possiblo that Lee 
should long defor his retreat from Richmond. 
Tho battle for.tho possession of the Nebel 
capital is fought, not at Petersburg, but in 
North Carolina—nay, it bas already been fought 
and lost. To Johuston and Lee there was one 
single chanco of success remaining—to prevent 
tho, junction of Sherman and Schoficld, That 
chance the Inst week hos destroyed. 
It might have been possible for the 
Rebels by attacking ‘one of the separate col- 
umns which are now united at Goldsborough, 
to have crushed it bofore the arrival of the other. 
If Johuston had an army worthy of the name, 
he ought to have been ablo to defeat Schofield 
at Kinston—but he tried with half his foree 
and failed; Then he tried tho head of one 
of Sherman's columns at Averysborough 
on the 16th and failed thero, Ife tried again 
at Bentonville on the 19th and failed there. 
He tried again at Mount Olivo om the 2Ist and 
failed thero. 


—Then_ho .retreated to Smith, 
engagement, pushed on to join  Soho- 
field and Terry near Goldsborough, and 
tho three armies of the Union melted 


into one at the very point which Sherman bad 
fised upon before he started from Sayannah. 
. 2 there be a success more complete and 

sivothan that? And if Johnston could do 
nothing against separate colamus of twosoparato 
arinies, can he hope to resist those armies when 
united gnd rednforocd by a third? 

Gen. Sherman's whole loss since leaving 
Savannah is less than 2,500 men, and against 
that he has to show 2,000 Rebel prisonors, 
plus an estimated loss of three or four thousand 
more, while thoy havo failed in the object for 
which thoy fought, and he has succeeded in 
every plan aud every, battle. 

‘The action at Petersburg cost us 1,930, killed, 
wounded and missing, while the loss ofthe Rebels: 
reaches nearly 6,000, Tho battle, which was 
begun by Les, was made more general 
Gront, and when the Rebel assault had been de: 


on our side by tke Sixth Corps, the trophies 
of which were 600 prisoners and part of tho ene- 
my’s lines. But a small portion of eithor army 
was ongaged, yet Lee has lost moro than a 
tenth of his whole force. 

Wo hail these splendid vittories with more 
thon ordinary joy and gratitude. Never was a 
timo when victories so greatly accelerated the 
approgeh of peace. The Rebollion is not mere- 
ly yielding to superior force, but its partisins 
and supporters sce that it is yielding. God 
speed the final hour of its existence. 

‘There is ofcourse no doubt that the Union 
forces in North Carolina are now, not meroly in 
communication, bnt united into one grand 
army under Gen. Sherman's porsonal comniand. 
We havo a tolerably exact notion of the num- 
ber of this army, bué refrain from saying 
wnore than thie—that it outnumbers Johnston's 


forces at least two to one, Hithorto, 
while adyancing in separate columns, 
it has sustained no serious check, No 


combination of Gen. Sherman has been 
défeated, no plan interfered with, no point tliat 
he wanted to reach been held by the onemy. 
Ho is at this moment within twenty-five miles 
of Raleigh. But we presume the campaign 
which is to result in reannoxing North Carolina 
permanently to the Union, may for certain 
military reasons, progress deliberately during 
the next few days. It is onongh for us to know 
that it progresses eurely, and that the delay is 
only such as makes the end more certain. 

—Fuller dispatches from the Army of the 
Potomac show that Fort Steadman wasin one 
senso the key of the extended line held by the 
whole army conth of the James, and that had 
the attack of Saturday suaccecded one-half 
the army would have been cut off from its 
base at City Point, and a new phaso put 
upon all the operations near Petersburg. 
Instead of Grant's compelling the evacuation 
of Richmond, Lee might haye compelled the 
raising of tho siogo of Petersburg.

‘Tho enemy's works woro thes charged ond they drivon 
out of two lines of fold outworks, and threo ploces of 
artillery wero captored, with mony prisoners. Tho 
prisoners obiefly belonged to tho South Carolina Heavy 
Artillery rogiment. ‘Pho enomy took vp a new poaltion, 
balfa milo buck, Our forces advancol skirmishing and 
drow up Jn line of battle, but waited the arrival of the 
Fourteonth Corpa, which went in on the left, toward the 
river. The Twentieth Corps on tho right of the Four- 
teonth had been engaged all day.. Tho Rebels held the 
lino a8 far aa the river, and wo continued to ocoupy tho 
position in thoir front, During tho night the Robols 
rotired toward, Ralelgh Gon. Talliafero commanded 
‘a division of the enemy, 

Col. Rhott of South Carolina, commanding a brigade, 
was captured behind his own okirmishing Une before 
tho engogement begdu, by somo of Kilpatrick's scouts. 

On the 17th the most of our troops remained on the 
field, burying the dead ond caring for tho wounded: 
‘The enemy removed his wounded but left bis dead on 
the feld, Tho Third Division, Twentieth Corps (Gon, 
Ward's), advaoced to Averyaborough, passing robol am- 
buanecs and army woguns and some wounded and dying 
mon.

‘Lhe troops of the Sixth Corps, reported by Major- 
Gen. Wright os engaged Jn these operations, wero Get- 
ty's Division, Keifer's Brigade of Soymour’s Division, 
and Hamblin's ond Edward's Brigade of Wheaton’ 
Division. x 

Of the Second Corps, MoJor-Gen. Homphreya mea- 
tions Mile’s and Mott's Divisions, and Smythe's Brigade 
of Hoye's Division, supported by Grifiln's" Division, 
Fifth Corps. 

‘The result of the day was tho thorough defeat of tho 
enemy's plang, tho capture of his strongly intrenched 
ploket-lino under the artillery fire of bis main wor 
and tho capture of ten battle-flogs apd about 2,200 
prisoacrs—a result on which tho Major-General com: 
manding heartily congratalates the Army. 

Two lessons can be learned from these operatiuns: 
One, that no fortified line, however strong, will protect

SAN Fraxcisco, Cal., Fob. 13, 1865, 

Tho people inhabiting the valleys and sen 
coast in Californio, havo been favored for the past two 
weoks with cleor, pleasant and growing Spring weather, 
thongh tho ecason fs olassed as Winter, As o natural 
consequence, grain and grass aro looking green aud 
flourishing. In Southern California, Los Angelos and 
the Counties adjoining, feed for stook ia roported fino, 
while whout and barley stand from fonr to six inches 
high aud growing rapidly. In the Sacramento and San 
Tonquin valloya tho crop ia not so forward nor the 
grass co far advanced, Yet it is suillclently so to cua 
blo stock to enstain fo upon tho supply furnished. 
Farmera aro hopeful, as the copious rains so far this 
Wiuter promlso thom unusually good grain and boy 
crops next Summer, ‘Tho year 1864 has farnishod them 
with an experience in short orops and hard tines which 
thoy ywill not soon forget. 

‘Mining, too, will bo favorably affected by the obun- 
dant rains and storms of snow which have fallen upon| 
tho monntains. ‘Who gold crop, therefore, must prove 
conalderably largor in 1865 than it did in 1864, for ex- 
perience demonstrates that-water 4s, if posaible, moro 
necessary to the mincr tham'the farmer. ‘The moantain 
reservoir of tho miner, which is tho snow belt of tho 
Sierra Nevada, is well supplied with the deop snow, 
whish farnishea tho gold-diggor in the Sommer, and 
supplics, toa groat oxtent, our rivors with water.

Tho 
distance from Sacramento to Virginia is 160 miles, tho 
difference by the two routes not being probably moro 
than a couple of miles, whieh is mode in the Winter in 
from twonty four to forty-eight hours. A portion of 
tho distance is traveled in sleighs; on the Donner Lako- 
routo the sleighing is now about soventy miles, while 
it is not moro than fifty on tho Placerville. E 
Tho ride over tho enow, however, is genorally consid- 
cred ono of pleasure, as we, in tho valleys, do not often 
seo snow, except ou the distant mountaing, A tonder- 
fol change in mountain roads and travel has beon 
worked sinco silver was discovered in the Washoe re- 
gion, Since that dato more thao a million of dollars 
have been expended by individuals in building toll roads 
across the Slerra Novada. The result is mountain 
roads equal to the best in the world—between California 
and Nevada. These will answer the purposes of trado 
and travel until the Pacific Railroad is completed over 
"av—dreaded Sierra, and trains are daily crossing,

Wool Growing, 

It is aromarksble fact that an agricultnral 
nation like the United States should bo found so de- 
ficient in the production of wool, Ono would suppose 
that a country which at the beginning of tho Robcllion 
was exporting lorgely of almost cvary ‘kind of farm 
produce, would haye raised sufficient wool for its own 
wants; but such is not the case, nor hos it beon for o 
long sorica of years, Yet tho United States has never 
ranked as a manufacturing nation, though its manufao 
tores bay consumed during tho year that is jagt passed 
not far from 130,000,000 lba.; while not over one half of 
this amount bas been produced in this country, the 
other half has boon brought from distant lands, at large 
cost of transportation; and at the eamo time wo are 
paying cnormous sums for transporting other produce 


phabed forward with an enorgy Which ws tse boing 
lino over the summit during the year 1868. Permit mo 
to briofly explain the progress and present condition of 
tho Paoitio Railroad in California, Tho bill which was 
passed by Congress and approved Vy tho President on

not of Congress was uot received here until 
August, 1662, Immediately thoreafter the Com- 
pany mado prepfrations for proceeding with 
tho gisnt) undertaking. Books were opened 
and some $200,000 subscribed by citizens of the city of 
Saoramonto, those of San Francisco declining to syb- 
scribe. ‘Tho capital stock was first fixed at €8,500,000, 
it has-sinco been increased to $20,000,000, only a litle 
over $1,400,000 of whioh has been subgoribed—inclading 
what bas beon issued on contracts. In January, 1869, 
tho first contract was let, in tho Spring of that yoar 
tho iron and rolling stook wore purchased for 60 miles 
of road, and tho first shipment reached this port the 
October following. It all, howover, safely arrived, and 
in Jnno, 1861, the Company bud 31 miles of the 
Pacific Railroad completed and opened for the 
uso of tho public. In the Sommer following, tho 
commissioners appointed by tho President, of whom 
Gor. Low was ono, cxnmined the road and submitted 
a favorable report to the President, which entitles the 
company to Government lands at the rate of $16,000 
por mile for seven, and $48,000 per mile for twenty-four. 
Making on aggregate for tho thirty one milea of 
$1,264,000, and every allernate section of unoccupied 
public Tandon cach sido of the lino for twenty miles, 
Jn addition fo tho old furnished by Government, 
the company havo recciyed and been promised 
aid from the Stato and from tho counties 
of Sacramento, Placer fond San Francisco. Tho 
first’ named subscribed’ for 300,000, the second 
for $250,000, and tho third for $600,000 of the stock of 
tho Company, Sacramento and Placer furnished the 
bonds promised, but San Francisvo has been provented 
by Jaw suits, inst{tuted by indiyidanls whoso interesta 
yvould be injured by the progress of the Pacific Rallroad. 
‘A low vas passed last session, which bound the State 
to pay the jotorest on the bonds of tho Company, to the 
amount of 81,500,000, for twonty years, Which hos been 
unanimously declared by the Supreme Court to be con- 
stitutional and binding.

beef, 20 per cent grosa; on wool, 4 percent. Thisis 
not conjcoture, bat my own experience; that I give 
per cont of the value of my wheat, which impoverishes 
my farm, to finda market, and 4 per cont to find tho 
best wool market, the production of which enriches my 
acres beyond comparison. 

‘This fac} should bo impressed upon the mind of every 
farmer] that wool enriches the soil upon Which it is 
raised, while those produots of which wo aro exporting 
so much ,aro rendering sterile our most fertile soils. 

Anothor important fact to which we wish to call nt- 
tontion is that the production of wool has not kept pace 
with the inereass of population, and bas berdly kopt 
paco with the increased consumption of our manufuc- 
tures. In 1640 our manufactories consumed $0,202,524 
Ibs, of Wool, 35,802,114 Ibe. of which were the prodact 
of tho United States, and 15,006,410 Jbs, were imported. 
In 1850 tho consumption was 71,186,763 jIbs., the 
home product of gwhich was 409 Iba 
18,669,734 Iba. were Imported. In 1860 the consump 


tfon was £0,986,572 Ibe, of which 60,511,313 
Ibs. wore home produce, and 19,875,129 Ibs. were 
produced upon foreign soils. During sil this 20 


yeara we were exporting to psy for this wool largo 
quantities of wheat, corn, boof, pork, &c., at a Leavy 
cost of transportation, while the producer of tho wool 
Was bringing it hero at a triding expense. 

Not only has tho production of wool not kept paco 
with tho population, but in somo States thero has boon 
‘an actual falling off. ‘This is tho caso in Now-York, 
while her manufactures have been {ncreasing tho con- 
sumption, making ft a source of wealth to the State, 
and the best market in tho world for wool. 

In 1850 the Stato of Now;York produced 10,071,309 
Bs., while hor manufacturers concumed 1 
paying for labor expended upon it 64,773; 
employment to 7,159 persons, and thus finding a be 
market for tho farmer's produce. In 1860 the prodao 
tion had declined to 9,454,753 Ibe., and the consumption 
of wool, owing to an admixtaro of cotton, bad fallen to 
11,703,230 the., but the nnmber of persons employed had 
inoreased to 8,041, while tho amount oxpended on labor 
had increased to $9,090,316, Now theso figures show 
the importance of tho production of wool to this State. 
‘Thore were annually paid to the farmers about 64,500,000 
for wool; there wore distributed in 1860 $9,000,000 paid 
for labor, aJarge portion of which would find its way 
into tho farmer's pockot, It is inexplicable that the 
formers of this State sbould hare allowod her manufac. 
turers to go abroad overy year for about 2,000,000 ts. 
of wool, while thoy were producing that which bad to 
find o market on foreign shores, But to take a wider 
view of this satjoot. 

In 1860 thero was consumed by manufacturers in tho 
Tnited States 60,386,572 wx of wool, of which 
19,875,129 ibs, were imported at a cost of $4,812,152, 
Inthe samo yoar wo imported €40,000,000 worth of 
woolens and worateds. To produce this amount of 
Goods would requiro at least 64,000,000 Ibs. of wool; 
then if jo bad done our own manufuctpring and our 
own Wool-raising, we should have required in addition | 
to what wo did ralso about 4,000,000 Ds. This would | 
have given to our farmora about 630,000,000, Aud this 
amount was paid to forcign farmers, while our bound- 
esq prairies woro Tying waste, pastures only for the 
cor and buffalo, or o hunting-ground for tho red_man.
